Just -this week, Representative 
Lampert of Wisconsin, chairman of 
the special house aircraft committee, 
issued a statement urging that a spe- 
cial board qualified to pass upon air- 
craft problems and to delve into the 
subject, and that it include other than 
members of congress, who, he asserted, 
were not in a position to pass upon 
many of the technical problems that 
the field of aviation presents. 

Butler Planned Probe. 

Chairman Butler, of the house naval 
committee, also has announced that 
he proposed to call for a thorough 
investigation of the Shenandoah dis- 
aster as soon as congress convened, 
and it was asserted by some that is 
such an inquiry was started, it prob- 
ably would expand into a general dis- 
cussion of aircraft.

Alfred F. Smith, editor of The Chris-

SMASH FORWARD 
TO ALL OBJECTIVES 


Quick Advance Against 
Riff Tribesmen Spec- 
tacular in Its Progress 
Upon All Fronts. 


TRIBESMEN SHOW 
SIGNS OF QUITTING 


Losses Heavy as Whole 
Villages Are Wiped Out. 
Tribesmen Flee, Leav- 
ing Dead Behind.

Fez, Morocco, September 12.— 
Sweeping ahead under a_ scorching 
sum, tanks and armored cars clearing 
the way, French troops today reached 
all the objectives they had set for the 
day's offensive against the Riffians. 

The French advance today, part of 
the new, smashing drive-against the 
tribesmen of Abd El Krim, was spec- 
tacular in its progress. Objectives 
were attained in both the eastern and 
western wings. 

Losses Are Heavy. 

Riffian losses were extremely heavy. 
Whole villages were wiped out by the 
French tanks. Tribesmen fled in all 
directions, leaving many dead behind. 

Both wings of the French line re- 
sumed their drive at dawn today on 
enlarged fronts. In the eastern sec- 


tor the French moved to the north- | 


east, occupying the triangle between 
the rivers Sra and Ouergha. In the 
western salient Amjot was their ob- 
jective, a steep mountain where the 
Riffian attack against the French be- 
gan in April. 

Success Is Complete. 

Complete success was reported at 
| French headquarters here. French 
losses were relatively small, but the 
tribesmen suffered heavily on account 
of their fanatic resistance. In some 
instances they refused stubbornly to 
surrender, although they were outnum- 
bered 10 to 1. 

In the western wing the French ad- 
vanced three miles on a 14-mile front. 
Their captures included the evacuat- 
|}ed post of Hamring, which is only 
four miles from Issoual, an import- 
ant Riff stronghold, which Abd EF]

This fact was revealed today by 
Skiles N. Pope, of Jackson, Tenn., 
aviation pilot on the PN-9, No. 1, 
which was picked up lates Thursday 
near the island of Kauai, 100 miles 
northwest of here, after drifting nine 
days while a substantial portion of 
the Unitd States navy plowed the 
seas in search of it. 

“A hundred more gallons of gas 
and we would have landed at Pearl 
Harbor without a qpestion, the day 
we were forced down,’ Pope assert- 
ed. “There was not as much as a 


sputter from -the engines from the 
time we cleared the Golden Gate 
until the last drop of gasoline was 


gone. And then she (the PN-9, No. 


1) landed as pretty as you could 
ask.” 

The pilot expressed the opinion that

OVER LAST YEAR 


Attendance for Opening 
Week of Atlanta System 
Is Shown in Census Di- 
rector’s Report. 


FURTHER INCREASE 


CERTAIN THIS YEAR 


Enrollment Reached 45,- 
400 Saturday — Indica- 
tions Are 2,000 Will Be 
Added in Few Days. 


Revealing the largest total attend- 
ance for the opening week of the Af- 
lanta public schools in the history 
of the city, and showing an increase 
of 2,142 in enrollment over last year, 
without counting pupils in the Oppor- 
tunity school and in Smith-Hughes 
vocational courses, registration records 
for the new school term were made 
public Saturday by M. E. Coleman, 
director of the census. 
total amounts to 45,466, as compared 
to 43,324 last year. 

Comparison of the opening week of 
1925 with the opening week of 1920, 
the last year the federal census was 
taken would indicate for Atlanta an 
astonishing increase in population. 
This year the opening week showed a 
registration of 45,466 and in 1920 the 
opergig week registration was ap- 
proximately 28,000. This is an in- 
crease of approximately 60 per cent. 
Atlanta’s population in 1920 as shown 
by government census figures was 
200,616. An increase of 60 per cent 
would bring the present population up 
to 520,000 people. 

Not only do school attendance fig- 
ures show marked and substantial .in- 
creases over last year, but the next 
week will bring the total npward be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 pupils, accord- 
ing to estimates made public by Mr. 
Coleman. : 

This fine showing is hailed as a 
direct and accurate estimate of the 
general increase in, population in At- 
lanta and produces tangible evidence 


that this city is going forward at its 


normal progressive pace. 
Further Increase Seen. 


Since statistics are not yet avail- 
able from the Opportunity school and 
Smith-Hughes vocational courses this 
year. and since these were included 
in the first week’s compilation last 
year, the increase of 2,142 really will 
amount to more than 3,000,-as there 


were 962 pupils enrolled in the Op-. 
portunity school alone last year, it 


was said. 

Attendance officers of the school 
system do not begin work until the 
second school week and they will be- 
come active this week*in ferreting out 
the large number of pupils who should 
be in school under the law but for 
some reason were not enrolled during 
the first week. This will bring in 
about 2,000. more registrations this 


week and asMarge numbers of families, 


are yet to return from summer vara- 
tions, the increase will be swelled by 
a grand total that will reach close to 
the 3,000 mark this week, according 
to the estimates of officials. 

Figures Given Out. 

The figures announced Saturday by 
Director Coleman are as follows: 

White elementary schools, 20,315; 
white high schools, 8.244; colored ele- 
mentary schools, 11,820; colored high 
schools, 1,821; white night schools, 
852; colored night schools, 2.100; 
white specials, 314. Total, 45.466. 

In nearly all of the 80 schools of 
all classes in the city increases were 
reported. Only a few reported de- 
creases in attendance compared to last 
year and these were only slight dé- 
creases, due largely to the fact that 
the families in these neighborhoods 
have not returned from summer yaca- 
tions, 

The five schools showing the best 
records for attendance the first week 
were as follows: State school, 99.8 
per cent; Milton Avenue, 99.7; Ira 
Street, 99.7; Georgia Avenue, 99.6, 
and Stewart Avenue, 99.5. 

In many of the schools congestion 
is reported and steps are being taken 
to relieve this situation as much as 
possible.

“Mr. Ford has decided,’ Mr, Mayo 
said, “not to bid on the Pan-Ameri- 
can line vessels. His interests for 
tie present are in other directions.”

as the Pan-American Line, submitted: 


high bids today to President Palmer, 
of the Fleet corporation.

It is high and noble. There was 
something sublime about him which 
men always felt when they entered his 
presence, and that quality is here in 
the likeness of him which Augustus 
Lukeman will carve on Stone moun- 
tain, 

In the face of Stonewall Jackson 
the sculptor again achieved person- 
ality as well as portraiture. ‘The 
strong undertone of defeat and sor- 
row in the faces of Davis and Lee is 
absent from Jackson. His expression 
is marked by complete assurance, for 
he died in the high tide of military 
success. His face is rugged, power- 
ful, indomitable. A man of blameless 
character and deep religious faith, yet 
in war his doctrine was that “the busi- 
ness of a soldier is to fight—to find 
the enemy and destroy him.” 

The figure of General Lee on the 
mountain will be 153 feet high from 
the top of the head to his horse's 
hoofs, and the others in similar seale. 

Action Seen in Model. 

“You have spoken of the action- in 
these horsemen,” said Lukeman to the 
directors when they were appraising 
his model. “If we have action here 
in this model, 24 inches high, think 
how much action we are going to have 
when we carve General Lee and 
‘Traveller’ on the mountain 153 feet 
high.” 

Were nothing ¢lse carved on Stone 
mountain but these three figures, the 
most colossal sculpture ever wrought 
in granite or marble or bronze, they 
would stand supreme above all other 


monuments of all the ages. Were

New York, September 12.—Some 
| months ago Samuel JZ-a. president of 
| the Vennsylvania railroad bluntly 
‘stated that competition of the rail- 
roads in this country with automo- 
biles, buses and motor trucks had 
\grown to such an extent that some- 
‘thing had to be done about it. Since 
i then evidence has been accumulating 
‘that Rea knew what he was talking 
about. 

|_ Figures published, this week by the 
‘Nebraska State Railway commission 
indicate what is happening to western 
‘railroads as a result of automobile 
‘competition. Less than car load ship- 
iments of freight is the class of busi- 
ness that the motor truck is cutting 
‘into. Taking this, class of freight for 
intrastate business alone the Nebraska 
‘commission shows that in 1914 the 
movement was 973,000,000 pounds. 
| For 1919, or just before the motor 
truck competition began, this move- 
‘ment was 1,010,000,000 pounds. Since 
1919 the figures have rapidly de- 
ereased. those for 1924 showing only 
705,000,000 pounds or a loss of 30 
per cent. 

Taking passenger business in the 
state of Nebraska alone this week's 
statement shows that sale of tickets 
by the railroads within the state for 
1914 were $6,331,000. Between 1914 
and_1920 there was an advance to $9,- 
720,000. Despite the increase in pas- 
senger rates the sales of intrastate 
tickets by the Nebraska railroads last 
year were only $5,686,000, a decrease 
of 10 per cent compared with 1914 and 
a loss of 41 per cent contrasted with 
1920.

Ty is a model for all 
letes. He has taken 
good care of himself all through his 
baseball career, and the result is that 
-even after twenty years of major

ers of American baseball in playing 
ability and activity. 

In his early years Ty perfected a

‘model in the big leagues. He has 
been o-e of the greatest batters in the 
‘game from the start. fabe Ruth is 
feared by the outfielders, but Ty has 
the infielderss and outfielders both 
worried every time he goes to bat.

Instuntly O'Neil whipped the ball to 
second, As it left his hand Ty 
leaped ahead at racing speed and went 
sliding into third safely ahead of the 
ball. That laugh of Ty's won the 
game.

pitals have been veritable miracles of 
modern surgery and have attracted the 
attention of the profession not only 
throughout North America but in 
Europe.

Architectural Harmony 
In Modern Subdivisions 


BY PAUL JONES. 

How to preserve the architectural 
harmony of the subdivision and to 
protect owners from the calamity of 
becoming a conglomerated mass of 
misfits and freaks is one of the big 
problems that faces the developer of 
modern residential tracts, according te 
a leading real estate man of Atlanta. 

“We have sought to place restric- 
tions as to price,” the realtor said, 
“which by no means gives us satis- 
factory results—we have imposed cer- 
tain building conditions with no better 
results. 

“[T do not believe that harmony 
means sameness, or that an owner 
must erect a certain colonial type of 
dwelling just because the sales or 
‘service’ office of the company happens 
to be of that type. I do not feel that 
if the field office of the land com- 
pany happens te be of Spanish design, 
that all owners. and prospective own- 
ers of property in their neighborhood 
should devote their lives to a study 
of Spanish in order that they might 
develop and enjoy a home erected un- 
der the Spanish influence.” 
| Points Out Good Ideas. 

“A good idea that has been adopted 
by several of the leading subdivision 
people is to maintain in the field of- 
‘fice of the company a finished archi- 
‘tect whose duty it is to steer pros- 
pective home-builders along the right 
lines in home-building. 

“These men have studied the topog- 
‘raphy of the parcel—they have con- 
‘sidered every feature of the site and 
‘are in position to give expert opin- 
‘ion as to the kind of building that 
should be pleced upon. it. 

; “This does not take into account, 
‘however, the man or woman, or per- 
chaps both, who have their individual 
ileas as to what a ‘home’ should be. 
It does not contemplate the man, per- 
‘haps, with plenty of money and no 
‘artistic feeling, who wants to place, 
contrary to his architect’s advice, a 
‘Spanish, or Moorish>yilla next to a 
‘modern bungalow. It offers no ef- 
fective aid to the situation created 
by the woman who insists upon build- 
ing a handsome, pure Italian: renais- 
sance structure within a few feet of 
an ornate present-day apartment.”

tute man, that has caused so many 
buildings in Atlanta that, alone by 
themselves, or amid harmonious sur- 
roundings, would have added much to 
Atlanta’s beauty, to be looked upon 
as positive eye-sores, 
| What Atlanta Lacks. 


)} “Atlanta should have had an ar- 
‘chitectural commission many. years 
‘ago,’ stated the real estate man, “and 
‘this commission should have had the 
‘police power to compel the observance 
of its rules and regulations; What’s 
(past cannot be helped, however, and 
what we need now to do is to get 
‘busy and provide for Atlanta’s fu- 
iture building before the city gets too 
big for us to handle.”

| people suspect and we are permitting 


a situation to get more serious every 
day that cannot be handled when the 
city reaches its maximum. growth 
without great trouble and expense. 

“Atlanta should have regulations 
governing both its residential sections 
and its downtown business areas that 
would insure a harmony and an ar- 
tistic effeet,”’ the realtor said.

(7) Bonus payments and practice 
of contractors bidding against each 
other for men have largely disap- 
peared. 

(8) Unskilled labor maintains high 
rates, although supply being increased 
by slackness of factory employment. 

(9) Bulk of common labor supply 


Meeded for building industry being fur- 


nished by Canada and Mexico as im- 
migration laws have considerably re- 
duced supply from Europe. 

(10) Apprenticeship schools stead- 
ily increasing supply of skilled build- 
ing craftsmen. 

Wages Move. Upward. 

“While the wage changes reported 
during the last month still show an 
upward movement among the building 
trades,” said the survey, “the num- 
ber, of increases is insignificant com- 
pared with previous months this year 
and in the last four years. The ma- 
jority of increases that were granted 
were reported from cities where the 
wages being paid are not up to the 
level of larger cities where the maxi- 
mum rates set the pace for the in- 
dustry. 

“Reports from all sections of the 
country indicate that the period of 
rising wages is drawing to an end as 
there are very few increases being re- 
corded in cities where high wage. lev- 
els exist. 

“Today a building program is go- 
ing forward that would have been se- 
riously handicapped tor want of labor 
in the years of 1922 and 1923 when 
bonus payments, labor shortage and 
material scarcity were disrupting the 
building industry. The practice of 
contractors bidding for men has large- 
ly disappeared. Only an occasional 
shortage of plasterers, bricklayers or 
carpenters is reported. It appears to 
be the disposition of the contractors 
to renew present scales and there is 
no indication of any general move- 
ment to reduce wages. ‘There is a 
growing tendency on the part of em- 
ployers to make two or three-year 
agreements instead of one-year con- 
tracts because it is felt that the longer 
agreements will tend to stabilize the 
industry. 

“Both laborers and employers are 
showing a disposition to peacefully 
udjust their ditierences although con- 
tractors are increasing their resistance 
to demands for higher wages. Diplo- 
macy is taking the place of strikes 
and lock-outs and the industry is pro- 
ceeding without any serious disturb- 
ances. Aside from the jurisdictional 
dispute existing between the bricklay- 
ers and plasterers in New York, Chi- 
cago, Washington and Detroit, and 
the controversy between the carpen- 
ters’ and bricklayers’ unions, the la- 
bor situation is fairly tranquil com- 
pared with other years. 

Plenty of Workers. 


“Reports from various sections of 
the country indicate that the supply 
of both skilled and unskilled labor is 
ample to meet the needs of the in- 
dustry, except in a few of the larger 
cities such as New York, Denver and 
San Francisco, where there is a slight 
scarcity of bricklayers, plasterers and 
carpenters. Many cities, such as At- 
lanta, Baltimore, Birmingham, Dallas, 
Kansas City and New Orleans report 
a surplus of both skilled and unskill- 
ed labor. 

“The supply of common labor has 
been considerably augmented during 
the last few months by the slacken- 
ing of employment in industrial plants. 
Qn the other hand the restrictive im- 
migration laws have reduced, to a 
considerable extent, the supply expect- 
ed from Europe and the bulk of com- 
mon laborers needed for the construc- 
tion industry is being furnished by 
Mexico and Canada. More common 
laborers are leaving than are coming 
to the United States since the recent 
immigration law became operative. 
There were 27,908 common laborers 
admitted from July, 1924, to April, 
1925, as against 97,886 during the 
same period a year previous, but 
44,750 left. the country during the 
same time, making an actual deficit 
of 16,842. 

“The release of thousands of labor- 
ers due to the slackening of factories 
has, however, had a tendency to ben- 
efit the building industry. Availabil- 
ity of this supply has reduced the 
common labor rate of the nation to 
53c per hour compared with 56c per 
hour in July 1924. ° 

“The supply of labor is being stead- 
ily reinforced by the apprenticeship 
training schools. Evidence’ of this is 
found in official figures recently made 
publie by the bricklayers’ union which 
shows that the number of journeymen 
and apprentices in this trade is rapid- 
ly increasing. These figures show 
that on June, 1925, there were 111,304 
journeymen and 11,516 apprentices as 
against 108,44 journeymen and 10,656 
apprentices in July, 1924. Other 
trades are also reporting increased 
membership during the last year. 

Disputes Retard Progress. 

“The jurisdictional dispute between 
the United Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and the Sheet Metal Workers’ union 
continues to be an obstacle to peace 
building. No progress has been made 
in the settlement of this controversy 
and the situation has also been some- 
what agitated by the entry of the new 
International Union of Suilding 
Trades Carpenters in the building 
field. This new union was organized 
in Cincinnati about a year ago and 
has since spread its membership to a 
number of cities and its delegates are 
being seated by building trades coun- 
cils of the American Federation of 
Labor. Its members are pledged to 
work on jobs where metal trim is be- 
ing installed by sheet metal workers, 
in compliance with a decision made by 
the national board of jurisdictional 
awards, 

“Review of wage scales for the en- 
tire country show that St. Louis con- 
tinues to lead the country with the 
highest wage scale. Common labor 
is receiving from 45¢ to 77 1-2c and 
bricklayers are receiving $1.75 per 
hour. 

“Bricklayers in the leading cities 
are receiving 0c to $1.75; carpenters, 
“Se to $1.50; hod-carriers, 30¢ to 
$1.25: structural iron workers. 65¢ to 
$1.50; plasterers, 90c to $1.75; lath- 
ers, 80c to $1.621-2; stone masons, 
R5ec to $1.55; painters, 50c to $1.43;

Powder Springs, Ga., September 12. 
(P)—Training of farm boys and girls 
for usefulness.in their home communi- 
ties is the outstanding work of the 


Seventh District Agricultural and Me- 
chanical school, according to D JD, 
Scarborough, president of the insti- 
tution. 

The students received a_ general 
high school education, with special 
emphasis on vocational agriculture 
for boys and vocational home econ- 
omies for the girls, he said. 

There will be no new courses on 
the catalog for the ensuing school 
year, although there has been im- 
provement in the work in pedagogy 
for seniors. This phase of the cur- 
riculum will comprise a two-year 
course in teacher training, with prac- 
tice work in a nearby rural school. 

Twenty years ago the only subjects 
in the curriculum were English, 
mathematics, history, agriculture and 
sewing, said’ the president. Since that 
time there have been added biology, 
chemistry, physics, home economics, 
including domestic art and science, 
teacher-training and vocational agri- 
culture, the latter under the Smith- 
Hughes act. Higher mathematics has 
been eliminated from the curriculum, 
as have Latin and other languages. 

The faculty now includes the fol- 
lowing new members: Miss Wyoline 
Iianson, English: Miss Hvelyn Perry, 
history; Miss Nellie Young, mathe- 
matics; Miss d.aura Patricia Lynch, 
music; Fred A. Tanner, agriculture, 
and James W. Burgess, farm superin- 
tendent. 

Twenty-one students are working 
their entire way through school and 
more than twenty others earn their 
expenses during vacation.

“There is so much one wants to re- 
member about Paris—its brvad and 
graceful boulevards, its marvelously 
beautiful public buildings, its galleries 
and churches, its Bois and Long- 
champs, its Louvre and Luxemberg; 
Notre Dame cathedral, the Invalides 
with its kingly tomb of Napoleon: the 
Are de Tromphe underneath which 
rests the unknown soldier of France. 
and countless individual points of 
beauty, but one remembers most of 
all the moving panorama of brilliance 
and beauty—and the adoration of 
France and the French for Paris. 


“And finally to that scene which 
will live in our mind when all other 
glory is forgotten—the American cem- 
etery at Romogne—where red poppies 
bloom in the green velvet sod that 
is the earthly resting place of our boys 
who made the supreme sacrifice.

atomsphere of the Paris conference, 
To Europe the first act was our ar- 
rival with the avowed purpose of 
making the world safe for democrary 
and the Jast is the vision of Uncle 
Sam, now firmly established on his 
own continent and firmly insisting 
upon the payment of all the bills 
which are owing him. Yesterday we 
approximated the Messiah, today we 
impersonate the shylock of the na- 
tions, 

For the mass of Americans this 
transformation in the European state 
of mind is simply explained as having 
its foundation in mere jealeusy fosx- 
tered by unbelievable ingratitude. We 
believe, as a people, that we save'l 
Europe as vast expense aud that Eu- 
rope not alone refuses to pay a rea- 
sonable part of the cost of our ef- 
fort, but in addition declines to ‘ve 
permanently saved. We see tLe sums 
which “we lent to enadie the allies 
to win the war and to recover from 
the disaster not only not repaid, when 
the capacity to pay has been restored, 
but actually turned into channels 
which, to our minds, mean ultimate 
recurrence of strife. 


Americans Suspicious. 

At the bottom of almost all Amer- 
ican opinion is the uneasy suspicion 
that Europe is making use of our 
generosity and using it for ignoble 


ends. It is not alone that Europe 
pays with reluctance or not at all 
what was loaned without condition 
and without limit in the days of the 
allied need, but even more Europe 
seems at one and the same time io 
deny the obligation to pay and to turn 
the money which might otherwise be 
available for payment to the precise 
usages whicn most offend the Ameri- 
can conception. We feel that the 
money lent to achieve victory and to 
restore norma! life is being employed 
to construct new military machines 
and to foster international! rivalry. 
We are conscious, ourselves, 
alone of great capacity for generosity, 
of very solid contributions.

|Electronic Reactions a 


Pick Best Among Seed 


a’® 


BY BEN COOPER. 
Experiments conducted by himself 
and a number of other members of 
the American Electronic Research as- 
sociation are likely to result in great 


benefit to farmers through seed selec- 
tion and radio-active promotion of 
plant growth, according to Dr. M. C. 
Hardin, Atlanta osteopath. 

Dr. Hardin, who is a member of 
the research committee of the asso- 
ciation, said that tests conducted 
along this line have proven entirely 
satisfactory, and that after further 
perfection, the method employed will 
be offered to the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Discussion of the seed selection ex- 
periment is expected to ‘play a big 
part in the annual convention of the 
association September 20-23 in Chi- 
cago, Tests have already been made 
with bean seeds by Dr. Lulu F. Me- 
Manis, of Kirksville, Mo., and have 
shown good results. Upon his return 
to Atlanta from the convention, Dr. 
Hardin intends beginning some experi- 
ments with cotton seeds, 

The method employed in the process 
of seed selection is the Abrams elee- 
tronic reaction method of diagnosis, 
and one purpose of the experiments 
is to prove that the electronic reac- 
tions of Abrams do exist. 

Using black dwarf kidney bean seed 
the experimenters measured the 
vibratory rate” of each seed, and then 
planted a number of seeds showing 
different rates under the same condi- 
tions as to soil and moisture. ‘Those 
showing a higher rate sprouted first 
and grew larger than the lesser rate 
beans, while those of qa low rate did 
not sprout. It was also shown that 
by using the treatment machine, the 
intensity or “life spark” within the 
bean could be increased or decreased 
at will. 

Dr. Hardin exhibited pictures taken 
of the test. 

Should the method be worked ont 
on a commercial scale and given to 
the farmers, it would be of inealeula- 
ble value to humanity, Dr. Hardin 
pointed out, as it would greatly in- 
crease crop production, and would 
leave almost no excuse for poor crops 
Save adverse weather conditions. 

In the course of the experiments by 
the members of. the association, it was 
proven that electronically treated wa-

OUR CONSTITUTION. 


(This essay was written by Miss 
Undine Mask, and was awarded first 
prize by the Commodore Richard Dale 
chapter, D. A. R., contestants being 
ithe 1925 class of the Albany High 
| School. ) 
| The close of the revolutionary war 
ifound the. states, which by their united 
lefforts and sacrifices had achieved in- 
dependence of Great Britain, very 
loosely bound together. So long as 
‘the struggle with the mother country 


lhad lasted they could not help seeing | 


that their only safety lay in wmion, 
but as the struggle abated state in- 
terests loomed larger and larger and 
federal government, soon found itself 
people. The Articles of Confederation, 
which had for a time served as the 
federal governments soon found itself 
deprived of all power. The states 
gradually grew to assume toward it 
almost an attitude of defiance, at 
least one of disregard and indiffer- 
ence. Its authority was “flouted” 
everywhere. ‘The states were con- 
tinually quarreling among themselves, 
over retaliatory duties, imposts, di- 
viding lines and trade. There were 
rebellions and in many cases civil war 
was narrowly averted. 

It was under such alarming condi- 
tions that delegates met May 25, 
1787, at the famous old building in 
Philadelphia, where 12 years before 
the Declaration of Independence had 
been signed, there to revise the Arti- 
cles of Confederation. Statesmen 
came from all parts of the country. 
Every state sent delegates except 
Rhode Island. And an abler body of 
statesmen than this one has not met 
in modern times, nor has any assem- 
bly met with truer motives or pro- 
duced a grander result. The whole 
number of delegates was 55 and there 
was searcely one among them who 
had not been distinguished in the field 
or in the state, who had not been a 
governor, or a member of congress, or 
a commander in the army. First 
among those assembled stood George 
Washington, our soldier-statesman. 
Next to him we place Franklin, 
philosopher and diplomat, the oldest 
member of the convention. The most 
learned lawyer of the convention was 
James Wilson, of Pennsylvania. But 
none of them surpassed the youthful 
James Madison from’ Virginia, 
‘came to be called “The Father of the 
| Constitution.” Not because he was 
the framer of it, for that was the 
‘work of many, but because he had 
more to do in the making of it than 
any other man. Just below him stood 
Hamilton, the fiery orator of New 
York. These were among the leaders 
of that notable assemblage that gath- 
ered at Philadelphia for the purpose 
of forming a more perfect union, for 
the laying of the foundations of a 
great nation. 


‘which to their honor was strictly 
| kept even when strife was hottest 
‘indoors and temptations on one side 
‘or the other to appeal for public sup- 
port was greatest. At any one of the 
several crises delegates could have 
wrecked the undertaking by publishing 
what the other side proposed and 
therefore getting up public clamor. 

There was a long bitter debate, 
which for a time seemed as if it 
were going to wreck the conventjon, 
over such questions as: “Should the 
smaller states huve as many represent- 
atives as the larger?’ “What was to 
be the relation between the state gov- 
ernment and united government?” 
}And “What about the prohibition of 
| slavery 2” But finally they agree. to 
| compromise. “Provided principles are 
not sacrificed, the ideas of several men 
are sometimes greater than those of a 
single man.” 

After months of wrangling the com- 
promises were made. As to the first 
question the convention agreed that in 
the lower house representation 
would be based upon population, while 
in the upper house or senate, eack 
state would be equally represented 
without regard to wealth, population 
or territorial extent. Only three- 
fifths of the slaves were to be counted 
‘as citizens. Then all slave-trading 
would be prohibited after 1808. 
question regarding the _ relationship 
between the united government an 
the state government was never de- 
cided. Perhaps if it had been the ter- 
rible war between the states would 
never have heen fought. ‘The chief 
difference between the articles and the 
constitution was that the constitution 
; withheld from the states and vested 
,in the national governmen powers, the 
,exercise of which pertained to the peo- 
'ple as a whole, while the states had 
only such powers as were necessary 
'to settle questions which concerned the 
people within that state. There were 
many other modifications and 
compromises which were made before 
the convention completed its work. 
But, at last, after four months of de- 
liberation the task was completed and 
39 delegates signed the constitution. 

This constitution would not become 
effective until nine of the thirteen 
‘states had ratified it. There were 


|many arguers against it and fer aj 


'time it seemed a if it would fail. 
| But the people saw that anarchy 
|would prevail if they rejected it; so, 
‘in December of 1787, Delaware led 
| the way and signed it. Pennsylvania 
jand New Jersey signed second and 
third and fourth of all was our own 
'Georgia. Others soon followed and by 
11789 all the states had ratified it. 
Then George Washington, 
| unanimous vote had been chosen as 
‘executive, left his beautiful home at 
Vernon and went to New 
York to take up his duties as first 
president of the United» States of 
America. Thus, the great America 
of today was launched uvon the ocean 


| ‘of national life. 


Our constitution provides for three 
departments of government, the legis- 
lative, the executive and the judicial. 
And this government has all powers 
necessary to carry on its work. 

The legislative powers are exercised 
by congress which consists of two 
houses. The smaller house or senate 
is composed of 96 members, two be- 
ing chosen by the voters of each state.

The judicial department consists 
of a supreme court of nine members 
which sits at Washington. “Laws are 
a dead letter without courts to ex- 
pound and define their meaning and 
operation.” Therefore we have a 
court to explain and see that these 
laws are carried out. 

The constitution is by far the most 
important document of its kind in 
the history of the world: It created 
without precedent a _ federal-national 
government. In no other country has 
any. people struck so fine a cord be- 
tween liberty and union, states rights 
and national government. This gov- 
ernment deserves the respect and ad- 
miration of all mankind. Therefore 
may we ever honor and obey it, the 
Constitution of the United States of 
America!

It was also the duty of the 
men in this department to produce 
high explosives; to fill our projectiles 
with these gases and explosives in 
such a manner as to defeat the ad- 
vances of the opposing army. 

The men of the chemical warfare 
service were highly trained chemists. 
Fighting was not their specialty. But 
they could use their science in the de- 
Struction of men if necessary and it 
was necessary during the war. They 
also used their science to save the 
lives of the American soldier, for it 
was this service that produced and 
pertected the gas mask worn by our 
troops. 

When the war ended, the army 
had in its employ many expert chem- 
ists, and so the head of the chemical 
warfare Brigadier General 
Amos A. Fries, looked around for new 
ficids to conquer.. The Germans had 
been met and repulsed; their deadly 
gases had been made to look like a 
gentle spring breeze besides the gases 
released by Uncle Saim’s men.

Over 45,000 weevils were 
used in this work last season and it is 
hoped to use in the neighborhood of 
100,000 this season. Altogether about 
three hundred different compounds 
were tested last year and it is ex- 
pected to add about 1,000 more to 
this list during this and next year. 
While the results obtained are suf- 
ficiently encouraging, it must be em- 
phasized that the first year’s work was 
entirely preliminary, although several 
substances were deemed sufficiently 
promising to try out on large scale 
acre plot tests this season. In addi- 
tion, a comparatively large number of 
the compounds proved sufficiently 
interesting to call for field cage test 
work during the present season. These 
compounds now being tried by the 
service include some of the mosf 
deadly chemicals known to science. 
Many questions face the workers, 
First, they must determine whaé 
compounds produce the highest per- 
centage of fatalities among the weev- 
iis; then they must determine what 
effect the compound will have upon 
the growing cotton plant. Next, they

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: | The Tyner Massacre

HE story of the massacre by 
Indians of the Tyner family 
in Elbert county recently be- 
came, known here when it 
was related by a member of 
the family of the late Dr. C. 

B. Smith, who, as a distantly connect- 

ed member of the family, heard it told 

by other members, who, in turn, got 
the tale by hearing it from others. 
The report of Dr. Smith is believed 


to be authentic, and it is being put into 


historical form as accurately as pos- 
sible by.*members of the Stephen 
Heard chapter of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. | 

The story of the massacre varies 
some from accounts which have been 
published, particularly from the nar- 
rative found in White’s Statistics, but 
it is believed to be accurate and, there- 
fore, will form the basis for the histor- 
ical nartative to be published by the 
Daughters. 

The Tyner family was promirent 
and well known. They lived on Cold 
Water creek in the upper or rather 


horthwestern part of Elbert county. A 
member of the family seems to have 
been an official of some kind, and as 
such caused an Indian to be severely 
punished for some very reprehensible 
conduct. This enraged the tribe and 
aroused in them a spirit of revenge. 


They planned a slaughter of the whole . 


family. One day when Mr. Tyner was 
away from home the Indians rushed in 
on the defenseless family, killed the 
mother and slashed the baby against 
a tree and threw it on the mother’s 
body, thinking it was dead. Later 
neighbors ‘found it instinctively feel- 
ing for its-dead mother’s breast. 
Joshua, one of the boys, fleet and 


strong, ran and climbed a tall walnut 
tree, a few hundred yards from the 
spring. He was pursued and shot 
dead from the tree. 

Noah, a small boy, concealed him- 
self in the hollow of a large tree near 
the spring, and pulled the washpot in 
after him, hiding successfully from the 
murderers. This tree, as long as it 
stood, was known as ‘‘Noah’s Ark.” 
It is said another son escaped by flight 
but little Harris was caught and scalp- 
ed and beaten until he was thought 
dead. He revived and lived for many 
years. It is said of him that when on 
a hunting expedition in the region of 
the present Hart County campground 
he observed a knoll of considerabie 
size. ‘He got up on top of it and re- 
marked, ‘‘This is the center of the 
world.”’ The knoll is so known unto 
this day. 

The three daughters of the family 
were seized and ordered to march with 
the departing mob. One refused to 
go, and was promptly scalped, beaten 
and left for dead. “Her relatives aft- 
erwards stated she was only “ ’pos- 
summing”’ until the Indians were gone. 
She recovered. 

The other two, Mary and Tamer, 
not wishing to share their sister’s fate, 
went with the Indians and became 
slaves. It is not known just where 
they were carried, but because of cer- 
tain rumors trickling:down the years, 
they must have been taken into the 
north Georgia mountains. Tamar was 
first sent to hoe corn. She feigned 
ignorance and would cut out the corn 
and leave the grass. She was taken 


from the field and, with her sister, 
reqhired to gather firewood and catch 
fish. | 

Bought by Trader. 

Some time after the Indians had 
gone with the two girls, John Manack, 
a map who traded with the Indans, 
and who had known the Tyner girls, 
went to their region, saw the girls, 
and became so attracted to Mary, he 
bargained for her( took her home and 
married her. On his next trip he tried 
to purchase Tamar, but failed. 

After Mary had been taken away 
by Manack, Tamar became very lone- 
ly, despondent and desperate. She de- 
termined to escape. There are two 
stories handed down as to her escape. 
One that an old squaw, in sympathy 
with her, led her to the Chattahoochee 
river, secured a canoe, put her in it, 
and told her to row and keep rowing, 
but to tie up and hide during the day. 
This, it is said, Tamar did, until she 
came to Columbus, where she landed, 
told sympathetic ears her story, and 
received aid, finally reaching her 
home in Elbert. 

But Dr. Smith thinks this unlikely, 
and really preposterous. His wife’s 
grandmother was Tamar _ Hunt’s 


daughter. He learned much of the 
facts from the family, and it is likely 
his version of the escape is the true 
one. 

He states that Tamar jmprovised a 
raft, glided silently by the Indian vil- 
lage until out of hearing, then took 
her bearings and made off for Elbert 
county. She had to traverse a wilder- 
ness, only now and then finding a 
house or family. As night would ap- 
proach she would watch for cow trails, 


listen for cow bells, that she might 
follow them to some settlement. It is 
said that at the few homes she reached 
she was an interesting guest, and her 
experiences, as she related them, were 
hair-raising. The next morning the 
family would pilot her on her way, 
give aS minute directions as possible, 
and finally she reached her destroyed 
home. Later she married Major Moses 
Hunt, then of the community. He 
lived to a great old age, and. toward 
his end was exceedingly feeble. He 
survived Tamar, and after her death 
he was attended by Jeff and ‘“‘Diner,”’ 
probably his children. One day he was 
seated in front of the fire, his head 
leaning on the end of his staff, while 
“Diner” was out gathering turnip 
greens for dinner. When she returned 
he was lying dead with his head in the 
fire, buried beyond recognition. 

The old spring around which clus- 
ters the memory of this terrible mas- 
sacre is serving the public today. It is 
down in a considerable gulley, and 


people still stop there to drink.’ 
“Noah’s Ark,’ the tree in which 


Joshua was shot, and.the other noble 
trees of the day have long since been 
destroyed, but the spring remains as a 
reminder of the fearful tragedy. 
Tamar Hunt lives in her many de- 
scéndants who now inhabit Elbert 
county. It is the purpose of the local 
D. A. R. chapter to so embalny and 
enshrine her memory as coming gen- 
erations will know of and honor her 
memory, not only as a resident of El- 
bert county, but as one of the world’s 
greatest heroines, linking her name 


with that of the wonderful Nancy 
Hart.

of his finiteness amid an infinite uni- 
verse and of his sinfulness.”” This 
consciousness, Tolstoy adds, man can 
never outgrow. 

Evidence of the existence of an 
Infinite Being is to be found in the 
Bible, in the facts of human conscious- 


ness, and in the physical universe. 
Dr. Charles Hodge sets forth as fol- 
lows the principal arguments used to 
maintain the existence of a God: 

i. The a priori argument which seeks 
to demonstrate the being of a God from 


certain first principles involved in the es- 
sential laws of human intelligence. 


il. The cosmological argument, or that 
one which proceeds after the posteriori 


lll. The teleological argument, or that 
argument which, from the evidence of de- 
sign in the creation, seeks to establish the 
fact that the great self-existent first cause 
of all things is an intelligent and voluntary 
personal spirit. 

IV. The moral argument, or that argu- 
ment which, from a consideration of the 
phenomena of conscience in the human 
heart, seeks to establish the fact that the 
self-existent Creator is also the righteous 
moral Governor of the world. This argu- 
ment includes the consideration of the uni- 
versal féeling of dependence common to all 
men, which together with conscience con- 
stitutes the religious sentiment. 


V. The historical argument, which in- 


‘volves: (1) The evident providential pres- 


ence of God in the history of the human 
race. (2) The evidence afforded by his- 


tory that the human race is not eternal, 
and therefore not an infinite succession of 
individuals, but created. (3) The universal 
consent of all men to the fact of His exis- 
tence. 


Vi. The Scriptural argument, which in- 
cludes: (1) The miracles and prophecies 
recorded in Scripture, and confirmed by 
testimony, proving the existence of a God. 
(2) The Bible itself, self-evidently a work 
of super-human wisdom. (3) Revelation, 
developing and enlightening conscience, 
and relieving many of the difficulties under 
which natural theism labors, and thus con- 
firming every other line of evidence. 


A reasonable pegson searches for a 
reason and all reasons point to God, 
all-wise, all-powerful, and all-loving.

IS A PERSON 

The three ele- 
ments of personal- 
ity are intelligence, 
will and feeling. 
The power of per- 
sonality consists in 
the power to know, the power to act, 
and the power to love. We know 
that in the human, personality is not 
complete. It is the goal of the indvid- 
ual life. There are those who contend 
that the infinite God cannot be de- 
scribed by the same terms that de- 
scribe the human. But it is only in 
God that we have the perfect person- 
ality, a personality that did not need 
to be developed by outside resistance, 
a personality that gives expression to 
perfect intelligence, perfect will and 
perfect love. 


2.—GOD IS SPIRIT. 


Gou ts Spirit who pervades all life 
and the world. Asa spirit, all the ele- 
ments of the divine personalty, intelli- 
gence, feeling and will are everywhere 
present. We can escape God only by 
fleeing to God. ‘‘Whither shall | go 
from thy spirit and whither shall I flee 
from thy presence? If | ascend into 
the heaven, thou art there, if | make 


my bed in hell, behold thou are 
there.” 


3.—GOD IS FATHER. 


lf God were only an infinite spirit, 
we might desire to escape Him, but 
God is our Father, who seeks each of 
us with an individual love. 

He is our Father who would lead

us In our perplexity, shame us by His 
love and out of our sinning, and bear 
the burden of our sorrows and disap- 
pointments on His own great loving 
heart. He is a Father who seeks us 
when we go astray, a God who seeks 
His children. The matter of funda- 
mental importance in the Christian 
revelation is the conception of God. 

The Fatherhood of God stands out 
as the central fact even though a great 
many of your traditional interpreta- 
ions pass away. I was toid of a 
brother who thought the Christian 
faith would be gone if the whale did 
not swallow Jonah, and yet he was 
opposed to foreign missions. 

Now the one fact above all facts 
that the Book of Jonah is intended 
to teach is the universal compassion 
of God that could not be limited to 
the Jewish race.

II. 
THE REVELATION OF GOD 
IS PROGRESSIVE. 
| N the Old Testament revelation the 
earliest conception of God was 
power. In the patriarchal age the 
term for God is Almighty, 2 God who 
is sufficient. In the Mosaic age when 
a host of fickle slaves were to be fash- 
ioned into a sacred people, the name 
of God is Jehovah, the unchangeanle 
one. Afterwards when the vicissi- 
tudes of national life had given a 
wider view of God’s providential goy- 
ernment of the world, the name of 
God is the Lord of Hosts. 

In all the earlier conceptions of 
God the central idea is the conception 
of God as King or Sovereign. “These 
terms express a conception of God 


that is forever true. But Jesus makes 
the transition from kingship to 


Fatherhood as the fundamental fact 
of God. 

When we come into the realization 
of the Fatherhood of God, we can- 
not go. beyond that. This is the 
deepest fact of God. This is the cen- 
tral truth of our religion. 

All the duties of life and all the 
doctrines of the faith are to be inter- 
preted in the light of God’s Father- 
hood as revealed in Jesus Christ. 

It was a great gain that Jesus 
brought to the world in making 
Fatherhood the fundamental fact of 
God. the authority of the king is an 
accidental and delegated authority. 
The authority of the Father is natural 
and inherent. 

The distinguishing feature of Chris- 
tianity is its idea of God. Much of 
Our present day strife and confusion in 
theological thought is a result of ig- 
noring the progressive revelation of 
God and endeavoring to elevate the 
earlier and imperfect conceptions of 
God to the level of the revelaton of 
Jesus Christ. 

There is the attempt to reconcile 
two irreconcilable views of God, the 
vain attempt to reconcile all imper- 
fect conceptions of God of earlier 
Stages of the revelation with the God 
revealed in Jesus Christ. We must 
discard alt imperfect conceptions of 
God and throw ourselves completely 
on the God of Jesus Christ. All other 
Christian dectrines must be seen in 
the light of this central sun.

THERE IS THE WIDE REACH 
OF THE DIVINE FATHERHOOD. 
§ hag exact Significance of the 

Fatherhood of God is not always 
the same. It is unseemly that the 


gracious and inspiring truth of Divine 
Fatherhood should be a matter of 
Sharp discussion. There is a rigid 


form of interpretation which seizes 
on isolated passages rather than the 
sweep of the entire revelation. A 
mistake is made in trying to make the 
term Fatherhood mean always the 
same. 


1.—THERE 1S THE THREE-FOLD 

MEANING OF THE FATHERHOOD 
OF GOD. 

God is the Father of our Lord Jesus 

Christ in a closeness of relationship 

that belonys to no other. When Jesus 


is called the son of God, it has a 


depth of meaning that is unshared by 
any other of the human family, Jesus 
in speaking of Himself. along with 
other men never says, “Our Father,” 
but “My Father,” and ‘Your Father.” 
lt was for assuming this unique kind 
of sonship that Jesus was persecuted 
and at last crucified. It was this 
unique divine sonship that enabled 
Christ to be a perfect revelation of 
God. “The only begotten Son, who 
was in the bosom of the Father, he 
hath declared him.” 


r.e=GOD IS THE FATHER OF 
THOSE WHO BELIEVE IN HIM 
AND TRUST HIM. 


There is the special meaning in 
which God is the Father of the 
spiritual. 

It has been said that there are no 
prodigal sons in the Gospel of Saint 
John. He speaks altogether of the 
close relationship between God and 
the believing child. In this special 
and intimate sense God is the Father 
of those who in filial obedience re- 
spond to his Fatherhood. God is the 
Father in the sense of nearness to 
those who believe, because there is 
the continual spiritual paternity which 
reproduces in the child the spiritual 
qualities which belong to the Father. 
It is only the believing child of God

thinking capacity of the generation al- 
ready married. - 


Judging from statistics gathered 
from various universities and from 


other. authentic sources, our young 


people are doing some serious think- 
ing on this business of marriage. The 
fact that an older generation may 
have made a pitiful mess of it isn’t 


-going to rob them of their natural 


right to a happy marriage if they can 
help it. And since successful marriage 
depends jargely upon the wise choice 
of a mate, this younger generation 
plans its reconstruction work on the 
devastated institution right there. 

There are traits to be looked for 
iti a mate, they understand perfectly, 
that cannot be dispensed with if this 
marriage business is going to turn out 
well. 

At the University of Mississippi 250

“If a rough average is taken of all 
the resulis, it will be seen that there 
are no serious contradictions, and that 
the ordinary man rates nothing more 
important in a wife than good health. 
With this he wants intelligence, a 
good disposition, and ability to assume 
the responsibilities that naturally de- 
volve upon a wife in the home; and, 
emphatically he wants a wife who will 
aiso be a mother of children. Good 
looks are properly valued highly, but 
nowhere are they put first.”

‘‘Somewhere in the federal reserva- 
tion a broad avenue honors every state 
except one,’’ says a bulletin from the 
headquarters of the national geo- 
graphic society. ) 

Avenues at Angles. 

“Only native sons of the state of 
Washington seek vainly *for ‘their’ 
avenue. There is a Washington Street, 
but that doés not count, for m the 
capitat avenues are the macadam pa- 
tiician and never run on line with the 
streets. Famous Pennsylvania avenue 
runs ‘west nor’ west’ from the capitol 
toward the white house and all its 
torty-six brother avenues named for 
states proclaim their special station by 
cutting angles among the staid streets 
which have to hew to north-south or 
east-west lines. 

“What secret diplomacy gave Penn- 
sylvania’s name to ‘The Avenue,’ as 
the capital calls it? That is still secret. 
The map of L’Enfant, the French en- 


eineer and father of city planning inz 


America, names the streets but not the 
avenues. Some say geOgraphy gave it 
to Pennsylvania. It is the middle ave- 
nue of three great parallel boulevards 
just as Pennsylvania was the middle 
state of the original thirteen. South of 
Pennsylvania avenue is Virginia ave- 
rue and north of it is Massachusetts 
avenue. While Pennsylvania’ avenue 
is more famous, Massachusetts is more 
beautiful, for the latter is bordered by 
handsome buildings and by far more 
lindens than unter den Linden, Ber- 
lin’s famous boulevard. 


New England States Conspicuous. 


‘Avenues named for southern 
Siates usually are southwest of the 
capitol, where the original planners 
expected the greatest development. 
However, like all American cities, 
Washington has moved with glacier 
slowness to a new axis. Now the 
busiest avenues are those northwest of 
the white house, carrying the names 
oi the New England states, Connecti- 
cut, Vermont, New Hampshire and 
Rhode Island. States entering the 
union more recently are honored by 
avenues on the fringe of the district. 
Florida avenue is an exception to all 
these highway rules; it was once Boun- 
dary avenue, postroad to Baltimore, 
and the limit of the original city. 

‘Mathematical sharks can have a 
feast on the enigma presented by state 
names on the Lincoln Memorial. Two 
files of state names crown the classic 
temple; the lower lists the thirty-six 
States of the union at the time of Lin- 
coln’s death, the upper lists the forty- 
eight states of the United States today. 
In both tabulations the states appear 
in the order of admittance to the 
union. The short list begins at the 
upper left hand corner of the east 
facade. At what corner of what side 
must the long list begin in order that 
no one name shall appear twice on 
the same face of the memorial? 

Forty States Represented in Washing- 
ton Monument. 


‘At the end of the Mirror Basin, op- 


posite the Lincoln memorial, the 
visitor may again find his state me- 
moralized within the shaft of Wash- 
ington monument.. Inscribed stone 
blocks bearing the names of 
40 states, some of which were fterri- 
tories at the time the tablets were 
placed, can be seen as the elevator 
climbs to the top.

“At least once a year the big white 
inner court of the gray stone post- 
office department .building, about 
midway on Pennsylvania avenue be- 
tween the capitol and the white house, 
blazes with color contributed by state 
flags. Since 1908, Flag Day, June 
14, has been celebrated annually 
there by the display of a nearly com- 
plete collection of state flags. Gov- 
ernors and private citizens, organiza- 
tions of postmasters and postal em- 
plovyees, a chapter of the D. A. R., 
and numerous other societies and in- 
dividuals have added to the depart- 
ment’s set. It has no flags of Kansas,

ALL MEN. 


While God in the special sense is 
the Father of some becausé they are 
spiritual, he is the Father of all, be- 
cause they are spirits.

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THE WONDERFUL APPLE TRICK 
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This trick is astonishing—and so simple that any one in the secret can perform it. You take an apple 
and thread two tapes through it by means of a bodkin or long tape needle. You give the ends to your friends te 
hold, and to make all_ more secure you tie a knot with two of the ends. You then take the apple in your hand, 
give it a jerk, and presto! the apple is off the tapes and your astonished friends are left holding the ends, 

The secret is shown in the drawings. The two tapes are prepared at A. A small piece of thread ties 
them together in the middle, shown at 5. Ends 1 and, 2 are left free and ends 3 and 4 threaded through the 
bodkin, your hand covering 5 so that it appears as though you had two continuous tapes through the eye, 
whereas you have in reality both ends of one tape free and both ends of the other threaded into the apple. The 
tape is pulled through the apple till pomt 5 is inside, as in B. 

Now give the ends to your friends to hold. Then say, “Wait a minute. We’il make this more secure 
than before,” and, taking one end from each friend, you tie a simple overhand knot, afterward giving the ends 
back to the holders. By means of tying the knot each now holds the opposite end from the end he previously 
held (C). ss 

That is all there is to it. Warning them to hold tightly you give a pull—and the apple comes off, leaving 
the bit of thread broken, safely hidden inside (D).
